The ambulance is hired to stand by in 
case of emergency, We give first aid to

those who want it at no charge, 

All trips to a hospital are the solere- 
sponsibility of the patient and not the 
track owner, For this reason we always 
encourage patients to take themselves 
rather than have an ambulance bill to 
pay, but we very gladly take them to their 
cars, trucks, etc. 

All vehicles which are designedas am- 
bulances and display red lights MUST 
comply with a rigid set of rules which 
cover maintenance, equipment and also 
drivers and attendants. Said regulations 
are enforced by CHP and Riverside 
County Sheriff, 

All personnel must comply BUT weare 
not doctors — we are authorized to render 
first aid only. We can’t even suggest 
taking an aspirin for a headache — we’ll 
give you one if you wish it, however. 

We are charging less than half the 
regular rate when we transport from the 
track to a hospital, 

We “bring in’? another ambulance at 
no extra charge to the riders or track if 
the one there has to leave so that no 
appreciable delays will result in racing. 
This costs us considerably, I might add. 

My employees have been instructed not 
to move on the track unless called by a 
flagman or track owner and they have 
been told to suggest private transporta- 
tion whenever feasible in order to save 
the rider an ambulance fee, as has been 
already mentioned, 

Now, if your writer really wishes to be 
helpful and improve the service she 
could get regulations instituted which 
would require that all riders have medi- 
cal insurance and that all riders under 
21 have a signed and notarized consent 
so that these young people could be 
treated at the hospital before their 
parents were located. 

Patients have lain for hours and others 
have had to be technically arrested and 
placed into custody at other times in 
order to receive treatment because their 
parents or guardians couldn’t be located,

We have curfew laws 
to keep them safe and off the street, In 
Sacramento there is a bill now in pro- 
gress which makes it a crime to allow 
pornographic material to fall into youth- 
ful hands, And we all knowabout tobacco, 
alcohol and narcotics; about how our 
adolescents are protected from their 
evil, 

We’re really concerned about the kids! 
Or are we? 

Have youever noticed the pathetic sight 
of youngsters with their mini-bikes and 
their little (and not so little) motorcycles 
looking desperately for a little space to 
ride them, Of course you have, Your 
children are probably among the group. 
Until they are nearly adults they cannot 
be licensed to ride the street, yet most 
of them are accomplished riders before 
they are fifteen, But ride where? Wait 
until a weekend and the family will take 
them to the desert if they can find any 
left that isn’t closed, What about the 
afternoons after school and the long sum- 
mer days? 

A long time ago there was a saying, 
“Children should be seenand notheard,’’ 
No one says it any more but it still 
seems to be true. I live in the San Fer- 
nando Valley, in Northridge, home of 
Beautiful Devonshire Downs, There is 
still some open space there.,.notmuch, 
just a few vacant fields and some hill- 
sides and the Sepulveda Recreation Area, 
There are a lot of motorcycle and mini- 
bike riding kids, They used tobe allowed 
to ride (unofficially) in the Sepulveda 
area. Now it’s posted and they’re chased 
out, 

The other day I saw a boy ridinga dirt 
bike through a totally unused section of 
the area, behind him sprinting across the 
dirt came a police car, red lights on. 
The boy stopped and so did the police... 
about an inch from his wheel. 

The young man wasn’t killing or steal- 
ing or even smoking pot or looking at 
dirty pictures, He wasn’t gambling or 
drinking or staying out late, He was rid- 
ing his motorcycle in an area where he 
couldn’t really have bothered anyone 
at all, Yet he received an unpleasant 
experience with the police which doubt- 
less gave him hostility feelings and 
widened a little further the famous ‘‘gap’’ 








between youth and the establishment. 
We’re really concerned about our kids! 
Just the other day another youth told 
me, ‘‘the reason the kids are all turning 


on and getting high all the time is because — 


there’s nothing to do.’’ I’m not passing 
judgement on pot or anything else, but 
when a kid is riding his motorcycle he 
isn’t doing a lot of other things that the 
adult society pretends to think are a 
lot worse, 

It isn’t just motorcycles, though thatis 
what we are concerned with. Therearea 
lot of things the kids want to do that are 
reasonable and proper but which inter- 
fere with or disagree with the adult 
American system of values. And it seems 
to me that the adult system of values 
most generally used in this country in- 
terferes with the living of life and the 
enjoyment thereof. Maybe it is time to 
take another look at that system of values.

This weekend found your roving re- 
porter at Santa Fe Speedway in the south 
side Chicago suburb of Hinsdale, Illinois 
for the 25-lap AMA TT National Cham- 
pionship on Friday night. Most of the top 
riders from around the nation met to do 
battle, with the notable exception of Skip 
Van Leeuwen, Mr, TT himself. Too bad. 
Skip would have loved the high-speed, 
half-mile turns and the dense, twisty 
infield capped by a beautiful Ascot-type 
jump. 

On hand to rescue the glory for the 
West, however, was Eddie Wirth who 
rode his Harold Sellers-tuned BSA twin 
to his first National Championship vic- 
tory with a large lead on the rest of the 
snarling pack, ‘‘My shifter was digging 
into, the ground,’’ Ed remarked after the 
dusty race, He’d raised the pedal after 
getting off in practice, but the 25-year- 
old, 175 pounder was bending the corners 
so low he was still plowing the infield 
with the gearshift, Wirth collected $1,000 
for, the win, plus $200 for leading all 25 
laps; in addition to $100 for winning his 
heat and $50 for setting fast time in 
qualifying, 

Those who bemoan the loss of “big 
bikes’? from sportsman scrambles 
should drown their sorrows in the lusty 
bellow of 650cc and 750cc 4-strokes ata 
National TT (there’s one coming up at 
Ascot July 12). There the big bangers 
still hold sway, but their days may be 
numbered, 

Witness the performance of Mike Mat- 
thews’ 360 Bultaco in the Santa FeAma- 
teur contests. Not only did the Des Moines 
youngster’s Bul pull off a convincing heat 
race win, but he was fast Amateur quali- 
fier and frankly outsped Keith Mash- 
burn’s best efforts to cop second place 
in the final. The only 2-stroke in the race 
beat all but David Aldana’s BSA, Mash- 





burn passed Matthews once, in midair 
over the jump, but Matthews refused to 
stay passed and retook Mashburn’s Tri- 
umph'a couple of turns later, It was the 
race of the night: 

Dick Mann added: another bad, luck 
night to his chain of misfortune, He 
threw the chain off his special-framed 
BSA not once, but three times, including 
practice, and sat out the final in thepits. 
Bugs got the bugs out the following night, 
though, and notched. a ‘spectacular * win 
at the 7-star halfmile in Troy, Ohio the 
night before the Charity Newsies 10- 
mile national. 

“It takessa.certain amount of luck,” 
philosophized Bart Markel, sitting beside 
us in the grandstands watching the final. 
Bart’s brand of luck that weekend was 
mostly bad, He’d tangled with three other 
experts in the narrow infield, breaking 
off a footpeg. It was a crash that broke 
Walt Fulton’s right collarbone (‘*Now 
I’ve got a matching set,’’ mused Walt), 
Bart’s mechanic quickly repaired the 
damage, but not quickly repaired the 
damage, but not quickly enough for the 
starter, who. summoned one alternate, 
waved Markel off the line and the heat 
restarted one rider shy. 

Dave Sehl, the hot, smooth Expert 
from Canada, also took home a measure 
of misfortune — a broken ankle suffered 
in a spill coming off the jump, as did 
Bob Butler, who wiped off his Harley’s 
carburetor with his knee, But Gene Ro- 
mero didn’t let a couple of broken foot 
bones slow him down any,

TILLAMOOK BURN, ORE., June 14-15, 
1969 — Last June 14-15 anaverage of 104 
riders competed each day in the Second 
Annual 200 Mile Mike Stewart Memorial 
Enduro held in the Tillamook Burn area 
of northwestern Oregon. The man for 
whom the enduro is named was an avid, 
hard-riding brush rider until his un- 
timely death not too long ago from can- 
cer, Both Mike and his dad, who operated 
a gas station and restaurant at Lee’s 
Camp on Highway 26, just east of Tilla- 
mook, have spent many enjoyable hours 
riding together through the sprawling 
246,000 acre burn area. It was Mike’s 
dad, Bill Stewart, who did much of the 
initial leg work to set the wheels in 
motion to make this one of the biggest 
AMA enduro runs held in this part of 
the country. All proceeds from this event 
went to the American Cancer Society. 

The entire event was the result of a 
cooperative effort on the part of four 
Portland area groups, namely Lobo, 
Hilltopper, Mt, Scott and King Mountain 
clubs, Each of these brushrider clubs 
took on a major share of the necessary 
work and did an outstanding job. 

Saturday morning at 9:01 the first 
wave of four riders blasted off on the 
first leg of the 200 miler. The 17.0 mph 
average over gravel roads leading down 
course toward the good stuff was pretty 
slow, but it was meant to be that way. At 
known check #1 the 2 checkers reported

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at the end of the day, “My Gawd, there 
were so many ridersall at once, it looked 
like a horde of locusts buzzing up to our 
nest on the mountainside.’’ That’s prob- 
ably because most of the neophite enduro 
riders didn’t want to lose sight of some 
of the Northwest’s best enduro men riding 
in the first two waves, 

From here on the Saturday run got 
nasty. The instruction at Check #1 said 
28.2 miles in 64.3 min, That works out 
to be pretty fast for the hills andterrain 
that lie between here and the noon stop. 
But when you’re riding thru the good stuff 
in open country and not having to en- 
counter too many flaked out riders in 
front of you on the loose hills the average 
can almost be maintained. Admittedly, 
the knothead who laid out the course and 
established the speeds said there was a 
speed error that amounted to? mphfast- 
er than it should have been, This wasn’t 
really so bad, until someone tore downa 
WRONG WAY sign mounted on top of a 
steep, dusty hill. For about 40 riders it 
closely resembled a good old fashioned 
Chinese fire drill. Naturally everyone 
was hell bent on making the hill, Conse- 
quently few riders saw the course make 
a sharp right turn in the middle of the 
hill and traverse back down into the can- 
yon, This error cost many riders in ex- 
cess of an hour getting re-oriented to the 
course and start riding for real. 

After the 30 minute noon stop the 
course was fairly decent with only a 16 
mph average for 30.2 miles. Surprising-

ly enough there were quite a few riders 
who missed a secret check and an ‘‘on 
course” check, This narrowed the field 
of competitors considerably. 

As the day wore on, those who got as 
far as the finish line travelled 102 miles, 
not including the distance travelled when 
a few were lost, Only 25% completed 
Saturdays run with all the required 
known, secret and on course checks, Ex 
National Hill Climbing Champion, Rich- 
ard Clay, on his H-D managed to drop 
only 80 points and emerge as #1 rider 
for the first day. 

The Saturday night encampment area 
was writhing with activity until 2 a.m., 
including 16mm movies, dancing, re- 
freshments, gossip, etc, However, there 
were a few riders who missed the entire 
night’s activities because they were busy 
resting weary muscles, bones and eye- 
lids from the first endurance, 

Again on Sunday at 9:01 the first wave 
of 4 riders took off in a completely dif- 
ferent area to compete for the day’s gold 
and a chance at the overall trophy. Sun- 
day’s rip devoured a number of riders in 
the first river crossing anda few more at 
a secret check. Those who survived rode 
throughout a hot dusty day in the mid 
80’s, mostly up access roads of one type 
or another. Then near the summit of the 
mountain the course would duck off over 
the bank and go down, down, down over 
stuff and small rock that make brakes 
and compression releases almost use- 
less. The best way to brake seemed to 
be like bailing off the bike and grabbing 
the nearest branch (except that there 
weren’t any) as you went by. 

After all was said and done, most 
everyone was overjoyed that the 2 day 
endurance was over, not only for the 
weary riders, but also the people who 
attempted to put on the event, At the end, 
refreshments flowed freely and the North 
Fork of the Wilson River actually turned 
muddy from the bathing of dust encrust- 
ed riders and spectators, We’ll be look- 
ing forward to next year’s Mike Stewart 
200 Mile Memorial Enduro.

GOLDEN EAGLES MUDOCROSS

» The flood waters subsided, the sun 
shone for a week and the 30 ‘mph wind 
made the 100 degree day a complete 
success for the second motocross this 
year by the Golden Eagles Motorcycle 
Club, of Dallas, Texas, 

Except for three semi-mud holes, the 
surface was dry and loose and the first 
lap of the 125cc bikes proved this with 
seven riders biting the dust, David Jones 
of Ft, Worth, riding an AT-1, was al- 
ways the first into the first turn, but 
two spills netted him only a 3rd place. 
J.B. Henry, Belton, Texas on an AT-1 
finished the heats 3rd, 2nd and 2nd, for 
a first overall in that class. John Nix 
from Austin, Texas on a 125 Penton got 
two firsts but only made second place 
for the 125cc class. 

Wheelies were the thing when the 250’s 
made the jumps. Spills were fewer, but 
the #2 quagmire temporarily stopped 
about half of the 250s during the first two 
laps. The sides of the 18’ deep rut 
seemed to grab one peg or the other. 
Mark Moore simply led the race on his 
250 CZ, First off the line and first to 
finish — three times, Billy Lee of Okla- 
homa City on a 250 Bul, who ultimately 
came in second and James Faulks (250 
Ossa) Dallas, third, had a running battle 
going most of the time. 

“Shady Lane” — a triple “S” turn in 
the woods, took its toll of the 250s — 
often more went in than came out— and 
those usually in different order, Two 
long straightaways made high speed 
passing interesting and the three holes 
made single file necessary. 

The 360cc class (251-open) was by far 
the fastest and closest race of all, Gayle 
Bradley, 360 CZ, Ft, Worth, managed to 
stay in front all but one lap, and was 
continually pushed by 360 Husky mounted 
Floyd Hungerford from Ft, Worth who 
got by Gayle to win the second heat, for 
second place in that class. Kenneth Wil- 
son on a 360 Husky, from Austin, killed 
his engine on the third heat start— kicked 
forever, said some magic words — then 
passed nearly everybody to take 3rd in 
the last heat and in that class, 

Not saying that any of the riders are 
hams — but a few hand signals withcam- 
eras got amazing results over the jumps 
and wheelie hills — and the photogs hada 
ball. 

When the great rains left California, 
they came to Texas, Our track was too- 
wet-to-plow, canceling two events — but 
it’s back in business now — the best 
motocross track in Texas. We have at 
least three more events planned for this 
year.

Holland is four letter words; sand, 
dust, work, heat, and others, Not the nice 
tame stuff you find in the desert, this is 
like powder and comes with extras mixed 
in, Some places it has a blackdirt to add 
more dust, other places it has a type of 
dark clay which makes it hard, bumpy 
and fast. No grooves or lines in most 
Places as it is too soft and powdery, 
There are no big climbs or dropoffs. 
Just sharp turns, gradual turns, short 
straights, long straights, a few jumps 
and all sand, It makes for an extra fast 
track for some and a slow one for many. 

Most riders showed up Saturday after- 
noon as there was some thought of prac- 
tice but they are very casual about such 
things in Holland and it never came off, 
In fact, training on Sunday was an hour 
and a half late. Just as well though, be- 
cause after three or four fast laps most 
everybody was ready to quitpractice and 
start racing. It was just too hotand dusty 


to train hard. 


You could almost say that the first 
round was dull. Olle Pettersson on the 
extra fast Suzuki jumped into the lead at 
the start and just kept coming around in 
front, that is except when it counted, 
Geboer s was sixth on thefirstlap and by 
half distance he was second and stayed 
maybe thirty yards back. On the last lap 
he came around about thirty yards in 
front and held it to the finish. How did 
Sylvain get by Olle? The man givitig him 
pit signals said he misunderstood how 
many laps were left, wore himself out, 
and was too tired to catch Sylvain when he 
went by.

Sammy has competed in nearly every 
type of motorcycle sport and done re- 
markably well in all, He was third in 125 
and 250 world road racing champion- 
ships in 1957, and competed in scram- 
bles till 1961. Because he had been a 
member of the Ariel works trials team 
since 1956, Sammy decided that he would 
be wise to focus his attention to the 
growing sport.

“CHOP” 


UTLAW

“A chopper is more hand built than 
other bikes, it’s a true custom, built to 
suit you only, and it feels a real part of 
you.’’ So speaks an Inglewood, California 
chopper rider. He is constantly harassed 
by police, looked down upon by his neigh- 
bors, but he still rides his chopper and 
wouldn’t be seen on anything else, Why? 
We asked him a few questions. 

Jerry (not his real name) says chopper 
riders want something really different 
from everybody else. ‘It’s more the 
true individualist who gets one, I think 
there’s lots of people who would like to 
have a ‘chop’ but they never get one.” 

We asked Jerry if he belonged to a 
club. 

“No, a club is a real hang up, When 
you’re in a club, you’re notan individual- 
ist anymore. You have to go along with 
everyone else, Most clubs have bad 
names anyway. Whatever you do involves 
the club and what the clubhas done in the 
past involves you. 

Lots of the guys in clubs have good 
heads on their shoulders. When you get 
them apart from the group and start 
rapping, you find this out. Outlaw clubs 
are really at the bottom of society but 
when you’re in a club you’re at the top 
really, because everything the club does 
is right. Thatis, the club makes it right.” 

At this point in the interview, an out- 
law club member walked in. I read my 
notes to him and he agreed with what 
Jerry had said. ‘‘I belong to one of the 
two clubs, outlaw type, really active in 
the South Bay area and Jerry is right. 
Belonging to a club can be a hang up. 
Sometimes one guy who is a real lame 
duck does something screwy and the rest 
of the club had to back him up. We stand 
behind a guy like that and the whole club 
gets a bad name.’”’ 

The club member, John (not his real 
name either), told us there were three 
basic types of chopper riders, There is 
the outlaw club member, the loner, and 


_ what they call ‘‘the plastic bike rider.” 


This is someone who has a chopper just 
to be showing off, who wants to bea part 
of the Hell’s Angels image, ‘‘But they 
just don’t cut it,’’ said John. John’s 
girlfriend spoke up and said, ‘Tell 
everybody the difference between a Ma- 
ma and an Old Lady.’’ She very proudly 
said she was an Old Lady, John’s Old 
` Lady. 
John said that a Mama is either a girl 
who hangs around the club`and is avail- 
able to anyone who wants her or she is 
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an ex-Old Lady who has been turned out, 
We asked John what turned out meant. 

“Tf I decide to dump my Old Lady she 
is made available to the entire club, with 
or without her consent, From then on 
she is a Mama,’ 

We asked thegirl whatattraction chop- 
pers and outlaws had for her and she 
found it difficult to put into words. 

‘“There’s a lot of excitement, and I 
guess I dig the long.rides we take. We 
get to see a lot of the countryside and 
you can’t see it better than from the back 
of a bike.” was her answer. She agreed 
that the social life of the club was one of 
the biggest attractions to her, Her ex- 
Old Man is presently in jail on what they 
call a bum rap. We asked if Jerry had 
just stepped in when her Ex went to jail 
but they assured me the new relationship 
was with the permission of all concerned, 

Talk then got around to the subject of 
police harassment, They all took turns 
recounting numerous instances of being 
bugged by the law, 

“A lot of officers like tofeel the satis- 
faction of pulling over a choper and 
writing up the rider’”’, Jerry said. ‘‘Dif- 
ferent police departments use different 
methods of measuring for legality. For 
instance, my handlebar height was check- 
ed by the C.H,P, (California Highway 
Patrol) in Inglewood and they said it was 
o.k. A few weeks later I was written up 
by the C.H.P, in another city for the 
same thing. Sometimes they will come 
up to the bike and jerk the handlebars 
up and measure from there,” 

We then asked what percentage of out- 
law riders participate in illegal acti- 
vities, John admitted it was close to 100 
per cent. We pointed out that it seemed 
police harassment was justified in that 
case, John agreed, ‘‘It’s all part of the 
game. You ride a chopper and you know 
you’re going to get harassed. Nothing 
you (Cycle News) write is going to make 
a bit of difference, Police harassment 
won’t stop, and I’m going to keep stealing 
bikes as long as they keep making them. 
I’m an outlaw and a crook butbig flippin’ 
deal,’ 

The outlaws get to know some of the 
policemen from being stopped so often 
and some become friends of a sort. John 
and Jerry both feel that the cops would 
like to own choppers. 

“Half the cops would like to have 
choppers but all they can have are Hon- 
das, and strictly stock B.S.A,’s and 
Triumphs or the department starts 
breathing down their necks,’’ John said.

The Saloon and 
General Store both have two units, the 
rest of the store fronts have only one. 
Every unit is for double occupancy, but 
twin beds cost a couple of bucks more, 

Our plans for an overnight stay were 
thwarted when we found thatthe Frontier 
Town is booked solid until after the 
Independence Day Holidays, Somany city 
folks find the combination of a restful 
country vacation and the idea of staying 
in jail or the saloon all night so inviting 
that the popularity of the little village has 
far exceeded all expectations and plans 
are now in the works to more than double 
the size of the town. 

The weather was so delightful that 
after a satisfying meal in the dining 
room, we took a hike around the country- 
side exploring the little stream down at 
the foot of the hill and looking over the 
riding stables and the beautiful horses, 
We were tempted to go for a horseback 
ride, but realized that we had not been 
on a horse for over 30 years and quickly 
decided against it. After enjoying a com- 
pletely relaxing afternoon, we reluctantly 
kicked our ‘‘iron steeds’’ into life and 
headed back down the mountain to the 
«low coastal clouds’’ of June in Southern 
California, happy that by motorcycle we 
could travel into our country’s colorful 
past and enjoy more pleasant weather 
while about it.
